almost an hour 
spent in debating it was again re­ 
ferred to the water committee and 
city 
counselor, with instructions 
that a contract be drawn up and 
presented to the 
council 
at the 
next 
meeting 
for 
approval. 
It 
was decided that if the contract 
then met the approval of the Se 
dalia W ater & Light company it 
should be submitted to a vote by 
the citizens before being signed. 
Early in the meeting Dr. F. M. 
Fulkerson, chairman of the water 
and light committee, presented a 
report. 
He stated that the com­ 
mittee had held a conference with 
representatives of the water com ­ 
pany in April, and as the com­ 
pany was then sinking wells and 
had not obtained results it was de­ 
cided to wait thirty days before 
any action was taken. . 
The 
committee 
waited 
thirty 
days, and it was now their judg­ 
ment that the company had been 
given ample time to provide means 
for giving the city good water. 
They deemed that the question was 
of vital importance to the welfare 
of the city and recommended that 
the 
council 
take 
the 
matter in 
charge. 
The 
report 
was 
received and 
placed on file, on motion of Alder­ 
man Samuel M. Hodges, and at 
10:30 p. m. it was taken up for 
discussion. 
Dr. Fulkerson gave his views on 
the question. 
He stated that he 
believed that all the councilmen 
were of the opinion that the com­ 
pany had forfeited their rights by 
violating the contract.
